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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment after final filed on 8/7/2003 raises new issues said "depth is defined as the difference between 
a valence band offset and a conductin band offset". Figure 2b shows the quantum well thickness between 10 to 100 in terms of meV 
including 40 meV. Figure 3 shows InGaAs quantum wells on GaAs, GaAs barrier layers, note col. 16 line 33, AIGaAs barrier, note col. 29 
line 45 and quantum well comprised of InGaAs, note col. 25 line 31 , the barriers or confining layers 54' and 70' comprising of GaAs are 
disposed on either side of quantum well 126', 128\ see figure 9b.
